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MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS. 

The town meeting ir Robertson hall 
on Tuesday evening could not be called 
exciting. There was a moderate at- 
tendance, most of which arrived late. 
The fact that comparatively little in- 
terest is taken in the conduct of muni- 
cipal affairs is creditable to the council 
but scarcely so much so to the rate- 
payers. Had there been any grave 
faults on the part of the council or its 
members the people of Edmonton are 


ener’ 


sufficiently outspoken to have made 
themselves heard. There is no diffi- 
eulty in raising a kick in Edmonton if 
there is anything to kick about. The 
trouble is that no one takes an interest 
until a cause—more or Jess valid—for 
kick arises. This is not an ideal 
raethod of carrying ou municipal affairs, 
in which the ratepayers are directly 
interested ; and have a direct voice in 
their management. 

The adminstration of the town 
affairs during the past year has been 
moderately conservative. There is no 
doubt that this best suits the temper of 
the people and the present conditior of 
the town. Our circumstances at the | 
tart were such as to require very 
heavy expenditures, which were duly 
incurred. It is necessary that the town 
should grow up to the conditions thus 
provided and become able to bear with 
greater ease the burdens thus imposed 
before these burdens increased. 
The council for the year has given an 
efficient and economical administration 
which leaves little or no room for hos- 
tile criticism. 

The views expressed by the several 
councillors who spoke on the subject of 
waterworks seemed to meet the appro- 
al of their hearers. They are in accord 
with the experience of other places. 
The idea of collecting information from 
places having experience with water 
works was a good one and has resulted 
most satisfactorily. it gives a sound 
basis of calculation and prevents the 
liability of the citizens being led away 
by mistaken impressions. 

The only difference of opinion was 
in regard to the publication of the 
auditor’s report for the past year. On 
this point there should be no difference 
of opinion. An audit is only of value 
in so far as it is untrammelled by any 
consideration whatever beyond a state- 
ment of ascertained facts and in so far 
as it reaches the ratepayers, whose 
right is to know how their finances 
stand and their business is being con- 
ducted. If the audit was not satisfact- 
ory it should not have been accepted. 
If it was accepted it should have been 
published. The expressed intention to 
have the accounts for the past three 
years audited is all rizht, but “should 
not be necessary. If the need of this 
audit is based on the auditor’s report 
for last year it is all the greater reasoa

why that audit should have been pub 


lished.

Readers of the war news, and that 
is everybody, will notice an anti 
British under current in most of the 
war reports appearing even in the 
Canadian papers. Victories are miu- 
mized, reverses exaggerated, and dan- 
gerous outlooks reported which sub- 
sequent events prove to be 
unwarrented. That such reports 
should appear in United States papers 
is not wonderful, but that they appear 
in the most ioyal Canadian papers is 
somewhat confusing to say the least. 
The trouble arises from the fact that 
the Canadian papers depend for their 
telegraphic news of the world on the 
Associated Press of New York. The 
BuLatin is nct very clear just what 
the organization of the Associated 


and distribute telegraphic news some- 
what on the co-operative principle. 
That is to say instead of a newspaper 
having correspondents in its own em- 
oy in many parts of the world, by 
purchasing an interest or franchise in 
(the Associated Press, it becomes en- 
titled to 20 many yards, barrels or 
acres of news per year collected by the 
essociation; of course paying for

large Canadian dailies are members of 
this co-operative association, as are 
thousands of daily papers in all parts 
of the United States. The news of 
the Associated Press is colored to suit 
the views of the largest possible 
number of its members or evstomers. 
Therefore South African war news 
is colored to suit the anti British feel- 
ing which even now exists largely in 
the States, and consequently reads 
strangely out of place in the columns 
of ultra loyal or even moderately loyal 
Canadian papers. The Canadian 
papers take this news because it is 
cheap. But such news isdear at any 
price ; as pubiic feeling in case of a 
war is influenced directly by the report- 
ed course of events rather than by 
editorial comment. It would be well 
for some of our so called leading Can- 
adian dailies whose chief ambition 
seems to be to provide a market for 
the product of the paper mills to save 
something on their present expenses 
for paper, and combine if they are not 
strong enough singly, to get for Can- 
adians news of the Empire, and parti- 
cularly of the wars of the Empire, 
without. its first being colored to suit 
anti British feeling in the United 
States. It is only fair to the better 
class of the leading papers in the 
United States who are able to keep 
their own correspondents in London 
and pay for their own cable news,to say 


| that their readers get a very-different 


service from the hash sent out by the 
Associated Press and dished up to 
Canadian readers as special cable 
dispatches. 


One might imagine from the tone 
of the MacLeod Gazette, and some 
other conservative papers in the 
Northwest, that the Ministers of In- 
terior and Customs had insulted the 
electors of the Territories by coming 
amongst them and venturing to dis- 
cuss public matters from their own 
point of view. Possibly the policy of 
the government may be mistaken, in 
part or even as a whole. Naturally 
it does not meet the approval of every 
one. It would be a poor world if 
everyone thought alike. But that the 


' action of the ministers has been cred- 


itable, business like and courteous to 


the electors, there can be no question 
in the minds of reasonable men. It 


was their right, as it was their duty, 
to place before the electors their side 
of public questions, for rejection or 
approval as the case might be. This 
they did in a moderate and effective 
manner, so effectively that their 
critics instead of meeting their argu- 
ments take refuge in editorial buffoon- 


ery.

A RECORD TRIP. 

D. T. Hanbury, of London, Engiand, 
ae of the Royal Geographical Se- 
ciety, arr'ved from the north on Sat- 
urday. Mr. Hanbury has just con- 
cluded a most remarkable trip of ex- 


ploration. 

He left betomtg in February, ‘98, 
and travelled to Fort Qburchi I on 
Hudson’s Bay duri the winter, b 
way of Norway ouse and Yor 
Favtory. From Churchill he took boat 
along the ‘west shore of Hudson’s Bay 
to Chesterfield Inlet. Following the 
inlet to its head he crossed over by a 
canoe route through the Barren 
Grounds, the country of the Esqui- 
maux, to Great Slave lake. On the 
way through their country he met the 
Esquimaux and traded with them for 
articles manufactured by them from 
native copper. 

From Great Slave lake he succeed- 
ed in getting up the Athabasca by 
water as far as Fort McMurray where 
he was frozen in. From there he-came 
overland by way. of Lac la 
Biche. He was accompanied through- 
out the trip’ ‘by two half-breeds from 
Selkirk, Man. 

On Monday evening he crossed the 
Saskatchewan inj a canoe with his men 
aided by Mr. Gouin, bridge engineer, 
although no one else was crossing, and 
went out on Tuesday’s train. 

Two years ago Mr. Hanbury spent 
a season hunting musk oxen in the 
Barren Grounds, but at that time he 
came and went by way of the Pacific 
coast and the Liard river.

R. G. Rioux, of Sherbrooke, Quebec, 
G. W. Fiset und G.°H. Francis, of the 
Good Hope party of Grand Forks, Da- 
keta, arrived from Fort Graham, Fin- 
lay river, on Saturday last. They 
came dewn with pack horses from Fort 
Graham to Peace River Crossing, leav- 
ing Graham on October 3rd, and cross- 
ing the Rockies by the Laurier pass. 
Snow was about four inches deep in 
the moun s. Oring to the rainy 
seasor the trail was very wet, but in 
am ordinarily dry season they consider 
it would ks - The trail cut by Mc- 
Fee’s party for the Northwest govern- 
ment from Pine river to the Crossing 
is excellent and suitable for heavy 
wheeled truffic. ‘They consider that 

he road could be extended to the head 
of Rocky Mountain portage and to the 
summit of the pass without very heav 

expense. : 

These gentlemen prospected on the 
opper Finlay and on the east branch 
ef the Ingenica during the past sum- 
mer, and bring out sampies of ore of 
which they have good hopes. They did 
nob find placer prospects encouraging, 
‘Even the bar diggings which were 
worked in the season of 1898 by the 
Klondikers, could not be worked last 
season owing to high water. They re- 
port the same belt of marble on the 
east branch of the Ingenica and on the 
upper Finlay as Mr. Ogilvie reports 
on the west branch of the former river. 


They discredit the statement that 
a large shipment of mica was sent out 
irom Graham last season by H. B: 
boats to the coast, but are satisfied 
that there is plenty of apparently good 
mica there, in sheets that will easily 
square 18 inches. Many of the prospec- 
tors who spent last winter at Graham 
used it as window glass in their 
shacks.

WAn NEWS BY MAD. 


_ War news arriving by Morday’s mail 
is from _Belmont, north of Orange 


_.Tiver, Naaupoort, south of Orange river 
and Weston, on Mooi river, Natal. no- 


thing new and definite from Lady- 
smith, Kimberiey or Mafeking. 
Hitherto British interest has centred 
in the besieged places, now it centres 
in the forces who are attacking the 
besiegers. x 

Further particulars are given of the 
battle ci Belmont, which are substan- 
tially the same as the telegraphic re- 
port already appearing, except that the 
British loss is placed at 220. There 
is ne doubt about the completeness 
of the British victory. 


_ The most serious news is of disaffec- 
tion of the Dutch in northern Cape 
Colony, south of the Orange river and 
adjoining the Orange Free State. ‘The 
district is apparentiy populous and is 
traversed by railroads with junction 
connections. Colesburg, 20 miles 
south of the Orange river, on the Port 
Elizabeth railway, is occupied by the 
Boers in force, and Burghers Dorp, on 
the Port Elizabeth line, about 30 miles 
south of Orange river. Queenstown, 
75 miies further south towards Port 
Elizabeth, is General Gatacre’s head- 
quarters. Twenty miles south of 
Burghers Dorp is Stormberg junction 
also probably occupied by the Boers. 
Gen. Gatacre has only a comparatively 
small force as yet, but was beginning 
to advance. 

A despatch from Queenstown, Cape 
Coiony, Ger. Gatacre’s headquarters, 
announces that “four hundred colon- 
ial rebels, including and ex-magistrate 
of Barkley East, have joined tha 
enemy at the latter place,” and that 

the whole force is reported to be 
marching on Dordrecht, ‘whence it 
can operate and possibly intercept 
Gen. Gatacre’s advance to re-occupy 

Stormberg junction, a _ strategic 
point from which Gen: Gatacre can 
get into direct touch through - the 
railroad, with Gen. French at Naauw- 
poort, and thus reach the British 
base at De Aar. Another despatch 
says that refugees arriving from 
Queenstowr assert that Ladygrey has 
been occupied by the colonial 7armers 
and that it is feared there that there 
igs a general movement in favor of the 
Boers. 

From De Aar junction on the Kim- 
berley line, a British force under Gen. 
French had occupied Naaupoort, on the 
Port Elizabeth line, 25 miles south of 
Colesberg. .A clash had occurred be- 
tween the forces somewhere in this 
vicinity in which several British were 
wounded and Van Reusburg, a ring- 
leader of the disloyal Boers at Coles- 
burg had’ been captured. The bad fea- 
ture of the case in that region is the 
strong sympathy of the local Dutch 
withthe invaders. To what extent 
this sympathy will carry them can 
only be conjectured as yet, but no 
doubt Gen. Methuen’s successes will 
have a depressing effect on them. 

In Natal the Boers were raiding in 
force all the way from Ladysmith to 
Weston; on the Mooi river, within 40 
miles of Pietermaritzburg, This 
movement would have been serious 
were it not for the strong British force 
landing at Durban, and being pushed 
forward as soon as possible. ‘The tele- 
graph despatches show that the for- 
ward movement of the Boers had been 
checked and replaced by a forward 
reat mad of the British towards Co- 
enso. 


Rumors of recent battles around 
Ladysmith Were current, but not 
authentic. It is clear, however, that 


Gen. White’s army is still effective 
in Ladysmith. ard ready to co-operate 
with the British advance from Est- 
court. 

The news from Kimberley was much 
the same as from Ladysmith, but more 
wuthentic. There was a more or less 
continuous, but not serious boumbard- 
mennt at long range, and sorties by 
the garrison. ‘The British forces re- 
ported all well.

OLD TIMERS’. 


he annual meeting of the Old Tim- 
wig association was held in the coun- 
cil chamber on Wednesday evening. 
There was a good atttendance. The 
following officers were elecied for the 
ensuing year; : :

Messrs. D. Ross and James Gibbons 
moved a vote of thanks to the retiring 
president, F. Oliver, M. P. 

It was decided te hold the annua? 
dinner on Wednesday, December 13th. 
Price of tickets $1.00. Messrs. R. 
Vamee, J. R. Turnbull and W. McKay 
were appointed a committee with full 
power to make arrangements for the 
dinzier. 


The date of the annual bal! was fix- 
ed for Tuesday, February 6th, and the 
following coznmittee appointed to 
arrange for it; A. Taylor, president; 
E. Looby, G. P. Sanderson, T. Hourston, 
H. S. Young, J. Gibbons, M. McCauley, 
W. R. West, W. McKay, T. G. Lauder, 
secretary-treasurer. 

‘The meeting was attended by Rev. 
John McDougall, of Morley, one of the 
pioueers of seitlement in Edmonton 
as well as in many other parts of Al- 
berta. It may not be known by some 
and may be forgotten by olhers that 
it was the Methodist mission establish- 
ed at Edmonton in 187i, or there- 
abouts by the Rev. George M:- 
Dougail, father of Rev. John McDoug- 
all, that was the commencement oi 
the present town of Edmonton. The 
present Methodist church occupies ihe 
site of the one erected by Rev. Mr. Me- 
Dougall in the early 70’s, and the 
public school occupies the siie of the 
Parsonage also erected then. The 
forethought and judgment of Mr. Me- 
Dougall is evidenced by the beautiful 
situation of these buildings, and by 
the fact that the property then located 
by him for mission purposes now forms 
a large part of the business centre of 
the tewn. 

———————o 
TOWN MEETING. 

The annual town meeting provided 
for by the municipal ordinance w:ts 
held in Robertscn Hall on Tuesday 
evening. Mayor Edmiston oecupied 
the chair and Councillors McKen- 
zie, McLeod, Picard and Brown were 
on the platform. The attendance was 
small at the opening of the meeting, 
but the hall filled up pretty well be- 
fore its close. 

Mayor Edmiston made ‘2 short state- 
ment of the financial position of the 
town. 

The taxation for ‘the year 1899 was 


$21,358. ‘Tuxes outstanding from ‘9§ 
$4,696. Total available for 1899, 
$26,254. ‘The only creditor of the town 


outside the holders of debentures was 
the Imperial bank. ‘The town now 
owed the bank, $26,354 showing a bal- 
ance against tac town of only $100. To 
cover this there was $250 poil tax of 
which $64 had already been collected. 
So that outside of frontage tax and de- 
bentures the town was practically free 
from debt. 

Frontage tax sinking fund was fully 
paid up. The town was paying inter- 
est on these debentures at about 5 per 
cent. and the bank only allowed 3 per 
cent. on the money deposited with 
them. To overcome this loss the town 
bad lent some of this money on school 
debentures which bore ‘7 to 8 per cent. 
They are now offering $10,000 to 
schools at 51-2 per cent. ‘The town 
have pzid in to themselves the inter- 
est on the $25,000 bridge debentures. 
which have not yet been sold. ‘The 
government had undertaken to re- 
alize on iLese debentures, but the town 
stood by the agreement that the de- 
bentures could only be sold when the 
railway and traffic bridge hsd been 
satisfaciorily completed... The lat- 
est issue of debentures amounted to 
$3,411 at 5 per cent. They had been 
sold for $3,621: a very satisfactory 
indication of the financial standing cf 
the town. These dehentures had been 
issued to cover the cost of the opening 
of Queen’s avenue and the purchase 
of the flour mill site. 

The Dowling mill had been granted 
a free site and exemption from tax- 
tion for ten years, the town binding 
them to operate their mill at least 
six months in each year for ten years 
to its fullest capacity, or to the full 
extent of their custom. 

Regarding waterworks; The town 
had sent enquires toa large number of 
towns of approximately similar situa- 
tion and conditions to Edmonton and 
had received the most kindly and satis- 
factory replies. So that ‘the counsil 
of 1900 start with valuable information 
on this important subjeci. 


A bonus of four lots on river lot 
14 had been granted Mr. Neher, who 
was starting aerated water works. 
The lots became the property of the 
town through a tax sale. 

The town had offered a free site and 
exemptions from taxation for ten years 
for the erection of a foundry and ma- 
chine shop. The offer was accompani- 
ed by strict conditions. 


_ The grading, gravelling and pur- 
chase of the extension of McDougail 
street to the bridge cost $950. Mater- 
ial and labor on grade to bridge and 
general sireeis repairs, not including 
sidewalks, amounted to $2,200. These 
amounts totaling $3,150 are paid, but 
are chargeable to the permanent im- 
provemelit account and _ should be 
covered by debentures. 

Councillor K. W, McKenzie, chair- 
man of the finance committee, said 
that he controlled but a smali part of 
the expenditure. Although the schoo] 
board had asked for an increase of $500 
in their amount the rate had been 
lowered two mills. Had it not been 
for this increased demand over which 
the council had no control the rate 
this year wouid have been 14 mills, 
It is now 151-2 mills. 

Although the speakers term of office 
had not expired he would suggest cer- 
tain changes in the management of 
town affairs which he would try to 
bring about. The present distribution 
of town offices was inconvenient and 
did not tend to prompt business 
methods. He would favor combining 
the offices of clerk, treasurer and col- 
lector and possibly assessor in one per- 
50n to whom a good salary could be 
paid, and in whose office all business 
couid be done. Regarding water- 
works; The replies received from 
other towns nearly all fevored muni- 
cipal ownership. This was in line 
with the views he had already held. 
His idea would be for the town to ac- 
quire the electric light plant when the 
franchise had run out and run the 
electric light and waterworks in con- 
nection. Lhis would be better tian to 
allow a company to come in; and at 
the end of fire or ten years have to 
take over the works at the company’s 
own price. 


K. A. Mcleod, chairman of the board } 


of works said that his committee was 
responsible for the largest. expendi- 
ture. The total expenditure for the 
year was $8,699.17. Amongst the ex- 
penditures were the purchase of land

The wet weather of the past 
season caused a heavy drain on tne re- 
sources of the board of works for keep- 
ing the streeis in repair. 

Regarding waterworks, in view of 
the information received from other 
towns he was faverable to Edmonton 
owning its own waterworks. At the 
same time it must be remembered thit 
our population was much less than 
that of any of the placas that had sup- 
plied the informativn and therefore 
our conditions were different. He did 
aot think it would pay Edmontun to 
incur an expenditure of $110,000 for 
waterworks at the present time with 
our present population. When the 
electric light franchise expired two 
years from now, if the town had im- 
proved as was expected, he would 
favor the purchase of the electric light 
plant to be operated in connection with 
waterworks. If the electric iight com- 
pany would not be reasenable he would 
favor putting in a new electric light 

plant. 


Councillor Pizard, chairman of 
license and police, said he was more 
ortunate than his fellow-chairmen in 
that he could show’a surplus in his de- 


partment. He had

He had always favored town owner- 
ship of waterworks. He still did ‘so 
if it was practicabie. The next step 
towards waterworks was an 
gineer’s report as jo plan and cost. This 
shouid be deali with by the next coun- 
cil. He favored combining the elec- 
tric light and waterworks; but that 
would depend on the conditions. 


He discussed the question of the non- 
publication of the anditor’s report. 
If the report was accepted it should 
have been published. He had _ been 
away during part of the year, but on 
his return bad moved for the publica- 
tion of the report. The rest of the 
ccuncil hung back. 


Councillor Al. Brown, chairman of 
hall and market committee, had not 
much to report as the town had no 
market. The hall had cost $100.75 for 
repairs and $55.00 for fuel. The re- 
ports of the council proceedings ap- 
peared in the papers and he could not 
add much to them. Regarding water- 
works he had not fuily made up his 
mind, but if elected another year 
would give his best judgment. He 
favored the amalgamation of the town 
offices. This plan worked very satis- 
factorily in Calgary. ‘There the offices 
were in the hands of one man who was 
paid a good salary and attended’ to 
the work. Yhis year we were paying 
taxes twice because in a former year 
we had not paid at ail, simply because 
the work of the clerk and assessor 
was not attended to. Regarding tha 
non-publication of the auditor’s report

it had not been published. 

Mr. McKeuzie, had asked that it be 
published when it was made. Tho rest 
of the council had op Mr. Picard 
being absent; and it got so late in 
the year when Mr. Picard made his 
motion to have it per that he 
thought it was not worth whkile, es- 
pecially as it was intended to have an 
audit of the books for three years 
back. : 

Mr. McLeod said the reason the 
auditor’s report was not published was 
because the auditor Mr. Stephen hinted 
at something wrong. He was in favor 
of a hack awit. 3 

The discussion on the audit question 
continued for some time. Councillors 
Picard, McKenzie and Mcleod, and 
Messrs. McCauley, M. L. A., and C. de 
W. Macdonald taking part. 

Messrs. G. P. Sanderson and W. H. 
Cooper .asked questions regarding 
school matters, but their questions 
were ruled out of order. and after 
some further discussion the meeting 
closed, o

ORANGE FREE STATE. 

‘The Orange Free State i= bounded 
on the south by the Ora river, 
which divides it from Cape Colony, a 
British South African colony, On the 
north it is separated from its sister 
republic, the Transvaal, by the Vaal 
river. Basutoland ard the range of 
ihe Drakensberg (Dragon mountains) 
divide it from Natal on the east. On 
the west it is bounded by Griqua'land 
oft wie better fee . the 

iamond fie a recently purchased 
British edseamibn. 


- Whis little republic has an area of 


‘about 50,000 square miles. It is an 
elevated table iand 4,000 feet above 
sea level, and is 400 miles long by 200 
miles wide, running north and south. 
‘The present population of the country 
is estimated by its government at 
about 93,000 whites and 140,009 natives 
of the Basnto and Barolong tribes. 
Bioemfontein, which is 750 miles north 
of. Table bay, 450 miles ncrth of Port 
Elizabeth, and 400 miles north of East 
London, is the capital. The mountain 
ranges in the Orange Free State are 
the Stall mountains in the eastern por- 
tion of the republic. From the Drzk- 
ensberg the country slopes zradually 
io the Vaal river on the northern and 
western boundaries. The southern 
part of the Free State is dotted with 
detached kopjes or individual aills. 
Otherwise the interior ix an undulat- 
ing prairie or prairies, formerly cover- 
ed with coarse grass. @his is chang- 
ed in the ‘south toa scrubby brush or 
copse, which is excellent grazing for 
sheep, a sweeter grass _ supplant- 
ing the coarser grasses in places 
The Orange, Free State is not a forest 
country. Zt is virtually treeless. 
The species of foresti now found on the 
hillsides and in the moist vaileys of 
the rivers is a scant scrub of mimosa 
thorn the wild olive, the willow and 
the camel thorn, which is a species of 
wild acacia. 

The principal lands are weli adapted 
for pastorai purposes, though ihere is 
a 40 by 100-mile strip of soil on the 
Basutoland border considered to be 
second to none in the world for grain- 
producing purposes. The pursuits of 


the people being principally stock-- 
“raising and grain-growing, the burg- 


hers have leisure for war. ‘The strip 
noted above produces, without irriga- 
tion or fertilizing, and after planting 
nearly 40 consecutive years from 20 
to 80 bushels to the acre. ‘The fertile 
strip of land is known as the Conquer- 
ed Territury. It was taken from the 
Basutos about 1864. This little belt 
of land is the granary of the Orange 
Free State and of the Transvaal. In 
this belt of country, 30 miles wide by 
100 miles lonz, are grown wheat, oats, 
barley, maize and Kaffir corn. It 
also carries large herds of cattle, 
horses, sheep, angcra goats and _ os- 
triches. Pears, apples, peaches and 
grapes are likewise grown to a large 
extent. This is a Boer base of sup- 
plies. 

Diamonds are extensively mined on 
the fields of Jagersfontein, where the 
famous 900 carat Jagersfontein’ Ex- 
celsior was found, on May 30th, 1893, 
and Koffyiontein, in the district of 
Fauersmith, which is in the south- 
western part of the republic. [he im- 
portance of these mines can be seen 
when it is known that the diamond 
output of the Jagersfontein field for 
January was 15,189 carats, valued at 
$150,000, while that for Koffyfontein 
for the same period was 1,500 carats, 
valued at $11,000.

AS TO INSECTS. 


The Northwest entomological society 
held a meeting at Lacombe on Nov. 
7th. The president of the _ society, 
Percy B. Gregson, of Waghorn, Al- 
berta, writes as follews of the objects 
of the society; 

“As part cf the ecorannic programme 
I have arranged to submit, by request 
of the secretaries or cther officers: of 
various agricultural societies some 
sort of treatise on insects and their 
value, for reading at their annual 
meetings next month; and once 2 
month I trust to interest the school 
children, and their parents here and 
at Lacombe by a short sketch. 

“By such steps as these, and the 
meetings I hope to hold quarterly of 
agriculturists for exchange of ex- 
periences, etc., to ascertain the sort of 
troubles we may look for, a knowledge 
of the advantage of economic entomo- 
logy may be gradually spread. What 
we have to fear, as it seems to me, is 
that with the influx of settlers from so 
many parts of the globe, new insects 
and weeds will arrive also, and the 
insects be unaccompaniea by their 
natural enemies, that is parasites. 

“Onr scientific branch is making 
good progress also, and for a society 
but one year old, is, 1 think, satisfac- 
Many of the members through-

‘BATTLE OF WITTEPUTS. = 

‘The British under General Methuen 
advanced from the Orange river on 
Tuesday, Nov. 2ist. The Boers were 
posted at Ficham’s farm near Witte- 
puts station on the Kimberley rail- 
way line just south of Belmont. On 
Wednesday the British advance was 
shelled by the Boers, the British ar- 
tillery was pushed forward and shell- 
ed a hill which the British subsequent- 
ly occupied, capturing two guns. The 
Boer casualties were thirty men killed 
and wounded. 

The Boer main column left Ficham’s 
farm during the afternoon and camp- 
ed 5 miles further on. At daybreak on 
Thursday the Boers fired from the 
hills 1,000 yards distant on the British 
advance force. Othe troops then push- 
ed up and the engagement became gen- 
eral. The British artillery made ex- 
cellent practice and silenced the Boer 
guns. ‘Then two battalions of the 
Grena dier Guards and the Northum- 
berlaud regiment stormed ‘the heights 
at the point of the bayonet, cross- 
ing the fire zone amidst a storm of 
lead, the Guards and Northumber- 
lands pushed up the incline and reach- 
ed the summit, doing great execution 
with their bayonets and capturing the 
laager with guns, equipment, prison- 
ers, cattle and sheep. 

‘The ninth brigade then moved for- 
ward in extended order, to obtain 
some of the minor positions When 
the Boer laager was taken the enemy 


started a terrible. cross’ fire from 
the surrounding hills. The —Cold- 
streams, supported by the Grena- 


diers, Northumberlands and Northam- 
tons, stormed the second position in 
the face of a constant effective Boer 
fire. The ninth brigade then ad- 
vanced, the artiliery in the meantime 
maintaining an excellent practice. 
Yhe British infantry never wavered, 
and when a tremendous cheer nptified 


them of ‘the charge, the Boers, fled, 


and succeeded in gaining a range af 
hills in the rear, in spite of the Lan- 
cers’ flanking movement. The _in- 
fantry again gallantly faced the fire, 
and the navel brigade came into action 
for the first time, at a range of 1,800 
yards. ‘The infaniry was well sup- 
perted by the artillery, and the Boers, 
unable to stand the death dealing vol- 
leys, retired, and took up another posi- 


tion, from which they were again forc-' 


etc. The cavairy charged the Boers, 
and pursued them. five miles. Pos- 
session was taken of the Boer laager 
antl the Boer stores were destroyed. 
The Boers heisted a white flag over 
the second position, whereupon Lieut. 
Willoughby, of the Coldstream Guards, 
stood up, and was imnftediately shot 
down. The Boers twice repeated the 
same taciics. 

Gen. Methuen’s force is said to have 
numbered 7,000 men and the Boers nad 
5,000 men. ‘The latter held an exceed- 
ingly strong position on a series of 
hills extending a dozen miles. ‘They 
were strongly entrenched and their 
cannon Were posted srrongiy and were 
excellently served. ‘The .battie _ be- 
gantat 7 o’clock and raged for several 
hours. The Boers. held their posi- 
tions with great stubborness and 
splendid courage. The British rifle- 
men forced the attack under a raking 
fire and carried position after position 
with superb dash, driving out the 
Boers with great. slaughter. . The 
engagement was really a series of 
battles, during which the Boers wefe 
constantly carrying, off their dead ani 
wounded.. Gen. Methuen reperted on 
the 24th,.that the wounded are doing 
well. There are over fifty prisoners, 
including a German commandant and 
six field cornets; 19 prisoners are 
wounded. He was then unab'e <:o 
estimate the Bocr losses.

The ingenica 
rises in the Bahine range and cuts 
through the Cariboo range on its way 
to the Pintay. he country along the 
upper part of its course is apparently 
highly mineralized, showing native 
copper, and copper, silver and galena 
ores. Mr. Ogilvie brought out samples 
of rock which he has sent east for as- 
say. He mentions passing through a 
belt of territory in which the rock is 
chiefly pure white marble, with some 
veined marble. The country has been 
much shaken by volcanic influences at 
some time end is very rough. A very 
noticable difference in climate occurs 
after the Cariboo range is crossed go- 
ing west. The plant growth is almost 
identical with tbat of, the Muskota dis- 
trict of Ontario. (here are large areas 
of magnificent spruce timber. The 
formations passed througt on the way 
up the ingenica are mica schist, lime- 
stone, marble, porphery, slate und 
granite. ‘The west branch of the river 
descends very rapidly from the timber 


line on the Babine range. In one 
place are three successive leaps 
through granite chasms of a total 


height cf 250 feet. 

Mr. Ogilvie wintered at Hudson’s 
Hope last winter, and went up the 
Peace from there in the spring in a 
canoe. At Graham, himseif and part- 
ner purchased two horses which had 
been wintered on the Ingenica by 
prospectors, and who were then coming 
out. With these horses they made 
the trip up the Ingenica and back ‘to 
Grahem safely. From Graham they 
brought the horses down to Hudson's 
Hope in a boat, running the Parle Pas 
rapids. ; 

The oniy prospector ieft at Graham 
is J. Melzer, of the Bartl party. ‘There 
are two prospectors on the Peace river 
west of the Crossing. Otherwise the 
country is as deserted as befor. the 
rush. 

Mr. Ogilvie met a Mr. Van Nostam, 
who was prospecting for outside cap- 
italisis from the coast side, at Graham 
He had been prospecting for mica and 
had been successful in discovering lo- 
cations where the mica appeared to ke 
of excellent quality and in large quan- 
tity «bout 20 miles west of Graham 
in the Cariboo range. It was. said, 
however, that the mica would not 
stand fire, in which case of course it 
would be of no value. 

Mr. Ogilvie will go on to Toronto in 
a few days, and will return to ‘the 
Ingenica if the assays of the samples

ATHABASCA LANDING 


Colin Johnson, Chas. Bramin, and A’ 
Omane arrived from the Landing on 
Tuesday. They left the Landing on 
Sdturday and came with sijeighs to 
Stony Creek, thirty-five miles out, 
There has been good sleighing at the 
Landing ever since the snew_ first 
came. The river has been running ice 
since October 12th, but had not yet set 
on Saturday, Nov. 25th. On Friday it 
was mors clear of ice than it had been 
for weeks and Mr. Johnson crossed to 
the north side ina Peterborough canoe. 

McDougall & Secerd’s new steamer 
for the upper Athabasca aud Lesser 
Siave rivers is well under way, under 
the seperintendenee of Capt. Boyd. 
The ship yard is on the north side of 
the river oppposite the settlement. 
The frame of the boat is ready, and 
the logs are hatled to the H. B. Co’s 
sew mill to provide the lumber. Saw- 
ing will begin in a short time. The 
boat is 95 feet long by 21 foot beam, 
and will draw 12 inches of water when 
her machinery is in. She will run 
down the Athabasca to Grand Rapids, 
160 miles below the Landing, and up 
Lesser Slave river into Lesser Slave 
lake. It is confidently believed that 
the difficulties of navigating this 
shallow, rapid, crooked stream will be 
overcome by the steamer now being 
constructed. The machinery is of the 
most improved design and nas been 
ordere® ¢rom the United States.
